1» The CIA Medical Office ia available to all CIA personnel (civilian 
or military) for preventive or emergency traataant and related advloa and 
assistance. Medical Office facilities are available during norasal working 
hour# at Room 107, Central Building, extension 2300 and Rooai 1019, J Build- 
ing, extension 2099* 

a* Personnel becoming ill during working houre are encouraged 
to report promptly to either of the above facilities for diagnosis 
ana treatment. 

b. Personnel injured during working hours should if able report 
promptly to the Medical Office to receive emergency treatment. Inca- 
pacitating injuries should be reported to the Medical Office by phone 
Immediately. 

o« 8erious injury or Illness incurred by personnel on duty 
between the hours of 5*00 p.m. and 3*30 a.m. should be reported to 
the Medical Duly Officer through the CIA L’atoh Officer, extension 
2857. ‘ 


d. Continuing medical treatment of Illnesses and injuries not 
connected with official duties must lx* obtained from private physi- 
cians and medical facilities. The Medical Office, however, will sug- 
gest the names of suitable phsicians and medical facilities upon 
request. 

2. Any, Navy, and Air Force parsonnel detailed to duty with CIA are 
also entitled to the normal medical support of their parent service. 

a. When refarral to such facilities Is desired for consultation 
or hospitalisation during normal working hours, arrangaaen la should 
be made through the Chief Surse, extension 2300. 

b. When illnene or injury occur between the hours of 5*00 p.a. 
and 8t30 a.m., military personnel should contact the nearest appro- 
priate medical facility listed belowi
